Dr. Allerton S. Cushman, of the United Stales 
Department of Agriculture, recently conducted an investi- 
gation on wire fencing, for the Agricultural Appropriation 
Bill Committee. Dr. Cushman reported in part : 

" I do not believe that a wire fence should ever be 
put on an American farm that has a wire in it lighter thaa 
No. 9 gauge, and yet the great majority of fences are 
made of wire that run as low as No. 1 2 and No. 1 4 
gauge, especially in the up 
and down wires which are 
called the stay wires. 



View in fence factory, 
which produces 350 miles 
of fence per day. 
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" In nearly every type with which I am familiar, the 
stay wires are entirely too light to last long, and my advice 
is never to have a stay wire lighter than a line wire on 
any fence. Instead of selecting a fence of 12 wires, 58 
inches high, economize if necessary, by using a fence with 
fewer wires in it, but do not practice the false economy of 
cutting down the weight of the wires.** 

We fully endorse the above recommendation. A 
fence made of large wires (No. 9) will last much 
longer in proportion to its slight increase in cost over 
a light wire fencing, and there is no question but that it is 
the cheapest in the end. 

Gauge the wire when buying fence. If you weigh it 
in the roll, remember that "Pittsburgh Perfect" is all 
fence — no antiquated wrapped or tied joints, no useless 
wire, no useless weight.

The end and corner posts form the founda- 
tion of your fence, upon which depends its per- 
manency. This is the first great principle of 
right fence-building. No fence can give satis- 
factory service unless the end and comer posts 
are so firmly anchored and braced as to render 
impossible their being dragged up by the tension 
curves which take care of the expansion and 
contraction in the wires. 



Setting End, Corner and Brace Posts 
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End, corner and second posts must be 
heavy and sound, from about 8 inches to 1 4 
inches in diameter and long enough to set 4 feet 
to 4j4 feet in the ground. Permanent brace 
panels with posts set as illustrated should be put 
in about every 60 rods where the fence runs 
in a straight line. The method of placing an- 
chors on but one post, as shown, is that usually 
followed, though many prefer anchors on both 
posts. Anchors should be at least two feet 
long, heavy, with a good bearing surface, and 
securely bolted or spiked to post. 

The second post should be about 1 0 or 12 
feet distant from the end or corner post. Brace 
with a piece of 4 in. x 4 in. timber as shown, 
mortising the posts sufficiently only to obtain a 
good shoulder for the brace. Spike or bolt well. 

Next take a piece of No. 7 or No. 8 Gal- 
vanized Wire, bring it 
around both the end 
post and brace post 
and tie or splice the 
ends together. With 
a good stout stick 
about three feet long, 
twist this bracing wire 
as shown in cut, until 
there is a good strain 
on both end and brace 
posts as well as on 



Anchor Posts 
Set in Hollow Places 
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the wooden brace. Now staple the brace wire 
to posts as shown in cut to prevent the wire 
from slipping and the corner or end post from 
turning while you are stretching your fence. 

Intermediate or line posts, which really act 
as stays, should be the cheapest good post ob- 
tainable, and should be set from 8 feet to 1 0 feet

apart for best results, although some farmers set 
them twelve feet apart 

In setting posts where hollows occur in 
the ground, anchor as illustrated. Here the 
strain is an upward one, so tamp the ground 
thoroughly when filling the hole. 

After your posts are set, unroll the fence 
with the narrow spacings toward the posts. 
Staple fence to end or starting post and be 
careful that your stays are straight up and 
down, and that the fence projects beyond the 
end enough to at least go all the way around 
the post. 
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Then take your " Veribest" Stretcher, which 
pulls fence toward end post. Attach the 
stretcher to end post by passing the post chain 
through the clevis and around the post, drawing 
the stretcher as close as possible to the post. At- 
tach wooden clamp to the other end of fence be- 
tween stay wires up close to one stay, to be sure 
you have the clamp straight on fence, and with 
a wrench turn down the nuts until you are sure 
none of the wires can slip through the clamp in 
stretching. Bear in mind that the top and 
bottom wires are larger than the intermediate 
wires (in some styles), consequently special care 
should be exercised in turning down the nuts 
good and tight, preventing the larger wires hold- 
ing the clamp apart and allowing the inter- 
mediate wires to slip. 

Attach the large hook on the stretcher 
chain to wooden clamp, seeing that the same 
number of wires are above as below stretcher 
chain hook, so that the pull will be evenly dis- 
tributed, and then attach the claw of holding 
bar of stretcher to chain about three links from 
the end. See that you have the stretcher chain 
perfectly straight before attaching it, so that 
holding bar will automatically disengage and 
engage with chain. After you have attached 
the claw of holding bar of stretcher to chain and 
have the large hook attached to wooden clamp 
and chain around the post at equal distances 
from the ground, then attach the claw at the 
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end of stretcher lever to second link of chain in 
front of claw on holding bar, when you are 
ready to stretch the fence. 

CAUTION! 

When stretching fencing over newly cleared 
land, where the fence row has been left with 
sprouts and small stumps projecting, it is absolutely 
necessary that the top wire be lightly stapled to 
the line posts at points every five rods apart, 
so as to avoid injuring the fence by stretching it 
while it rests upon the ground. The fence is 
then in its proper position to be stretched and 
this method is the better one under any con- 
ditions. All experienced fence users recommend 
it, and we also endorse the practice, both for 
the convenience of erector and the protection of 
the fence from damage. 

Simply push or pull lever toward wood 
clamp on fence, when holding bar will auto- 
matically unfasten from chain, go forward and 
take hold of chain; then attach lever again to 
second link in front of claw on holding bar and 

Two Stretcher Head* give Best Results when "Erecting 
High Fences with many Line Wires. 
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proceed as before. Take up about two or 
three links with the stretcher, go along the fence 
line and put a staple on a few line wires to hold 
the fence in place while stretching. If the fence 
seems to stand up well, go to the starting point 
and bring all line wires clear around post and 
securely staple as illustrated. Now stretch to 
the necessary tension. Pull the fence hard 
until the tension curves are nearly straight. 

When you think you have the fence stretched 
up almost taut enough, take a half or three- 
quarter stretch by pushing the lever forward far 
enough to insert little steel pin through hole in 
lever and holding bar, holding the fence by 
lever. Then all you have to do to unfasten 
stretcher from chain when through stretching is 
to push lever far enough to pull out steel pin. 

Because the holding bar of stretcher auto- 
matically disengages and engages the stretcher 
chain, it requires but one person to operate, as 
both hands can be on the lever. This stretcher 
is more easily operated than any other tool of 
its kind on the market. 

Use two stretchers in stretching the Chicken, 
Rabbit, Poultry and Garden Fences and the 
Lawn Fences, on account of the large number 
of lateral wires being placed very close together. 
Place them so as to distribute the pull over the 
fence as shown in illustration. Care should be 
taken in using one stretcher as much as the 
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other, taking up first a link in one and then a 
link in the other, thus bringing all the wires to 
the same tension. 

Stretching is the thing that insures long and 
satisfactory service and should not be neglected 
in any detail. When stretching, it will be well 
to see that the fence does not bind on the posts. 
If it does this can easily be remedied by catch- 
ing the wire and pulling it like a bow string to 
keep it from cutting into the posts. In stretch- 
ing over hilly places lift the fence 
where you want it, drive staple 
over wire next to top wire so 
that fence will pull through. 
Where there are hollows, simply 
pull the fence where you want 
it by standing on bottom 
wire, and put staple over 
next to bottom wire. 
When fence is tight, 
staple well to the brace 
and line posts. 

Before removing the
